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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

This Action is in response to Applicant's Request for reconsideration filed December 20, 
2004. Claims 1-19 are pending in the present application. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed December 20, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Weber fails to teach or suggest "an inter-domain manager 
comprising a logical tree manager, with the logical tree manager being operative to manage a 
transport service and facility hierarchy associated with a multi-layer network, and to maintain 
corresponding parent-child relationships in one or more structures that reference domains 
containing real-time network details associated with the transport service and facility, as recited 
in claim 1." The Patent Office respectfully submits that this feature is being taught in figures 2 
and 3, abstract, col. 4, lines 4-16, and col. 5, lines 43-51 of the Weber reference. Specifically, 
the cited area of the reference teaches a multilayer service management system that manages a 
transport service (abstract; figures 2 and 3), and maintains hierarchy relationships between 
domains containing network details (figure 2). Although it does not explicitly disclose "parent- 
child" relationships, by definition of "hierarchy," it is strongly implied that each domain is 
subordinate to the one above it, which in this case is interpreted as being similar to parent-child. 
Therefore Weber does teach the claimed limitation. 
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In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and/n re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 
based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA1971).
